On the 31st March, 1979, shortly before the mid-night, 
Shri LalltkuiJiar Dattatraya Godbole received information 
that some notorious criminals from North India had arrived 
in Bombay and were staying in a Lodging House, named 
Pakhija Guest on Maulana ShnukataJi Road, Shri Godbole got 
in touch with Shri Vasant Narhar Jog and Shri V. Y. Dange 
and requested them to meet him opposite to a Cinema 
House in the vicinity of Maulana Shaukatalli Road. He 
along with Shri Dagdu Dhondu Nikam, rushed to the spot 
to keep a watch on the criminals. On reaching the spot 
they came to know that four strangers were staying in Room 
No. 7 of the Guest House though normally 2 persons could 
be accommodated in the room. Shri Godbole knocked at 
the door and on being opened, he rushed Inside the room 
followed by Shri Nikam. A person sitting on the floor in 
the room between the two beds shot at Shri Godbole but he 
reacted quickly and hit the miscreant on the hand in wWch 
he was holding the pistol in disregard of the injury received 
bv him in the abdomen due to gun-shot. Hearing the sound 
of th© gun-shot Shri Jog who was till then standing In the 
passage rushed inside the room. Aa he entered the room, 
another inmate of the room pulled out his pistol but Shri 
Jog pounced on him. In the meantime, the third intimate 
who was sifting on the bed fired from his pistol which hit 
Shri Jog on his face. Some of the pellets pierced his chest 
and he lost four of his teeth. Shri Nikam tried to appre- 
hand one of the criminals but iudging that both Shri Godbole 
and Shri Jog had been inliired, he brought Shri Godbole out of 
the room to save his life, Shri Jog also came out of the 
room and held the door-handle from outside to prevent the 
inmates from running away. However, the miscreants broke 
open the partition dividing their room and escaped. 


Tn this action Shri Vasant Narhar Jog, Shri Lalitkumar 
Dattatrava Godbole and Shri Dagdu Dhondu Nikam 
exhibited conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 20th November, 1979, a Police party consisting 
of Shri Luaia SaiJo, Sub-Inspector of Police, Constable 
Zairemmawia and three others was deputed to apprehend 
the escapees of Tuirial Central Jail. On reaching village 
HuaJtu, the police party halted there for the night. On the 
22nd November, 1979 they cam© to know that one of the 
escapees, namely, Vanlalauva along with foijr others was 
hiding in a cave on the Tawizo footpath and that an ex- 
MNF who had jumped bail was also accompanying them. 
The police party left Haultu for Tawizo at 1000 hours. On 
the way, they apprehend LaJbiaka who informed the police 
that Vanlalauva was unarmed and alone. The police party 
left for the hide-out of the extremist along witli J^blaka. 
On reaching the cave, they met an old man who informed 
the police party that he had seen a man very close to th© 
cave. While the police party was talking to the old man. 
Constable Zairemmawia spotted Vanlalauva who was running 
towards opposite direction at a distance of about 70 yards. 
Shri Zairemmawia chased the mnning extremist and tried 
to out-manoeuvre him from left side and cut off his escape 
route. Vanlalauva, however, took a cover. The police party 
was exposed. Vanlalauva fired three rounds from an auto- 
matic weapon towards the police party, Tn order to enable 
the members of the police to take proper cover, Shri 
Zairemmawia went further left in order to divert the atten- 
tion of Vanlalauva. Shri Zairemmawia ran forward and 
challenged Vanlalauva who fired three more rounds which 
hit Shri Zairemmawia. Though .Shri Zairemmawia was 
severly hurt and was bleeding profusely, he covered the 
escape route of Vanlalauva and gave cover to the police 
party. He fired threa rounds at Vanlalauva but the latter 
escaped.
